BANK 
ROBBED 


In Broad Daylight by Robber 


Who Secured 
3200 in 


Currency 


A lone 
bandit wearing a mask 
entered 
the 
Gila 
Valley 
Bank 
Trust Company 
in Morcnci at noon 
Tuesday 
and held 
up the 
cashier 
and 
secured 
3200 
in 
currency 
which was lying on the marble slab 
at the window 
Before 
aid 
could 
be 
summoned 
the 
daring 
robber 
made his escape 
The 
bandit 
had 
evidently 
been 
planning the holdup for some time 
as he chose the noon 
hour for the 
work it being the only time during 
the day that the bank is not occu ¬ 
pied by more than one man 
Mana ¬ 
ger J 
C Effromson was at the pay ¬ 
ing tellers window at the time and 
but for himself 
the bank was 
de- 
serted 


¬ 


Effromson did not notice the rob ¬ 
ber 
when 
he 
made 
his entrance 
through the front door and was not 
aware of his presence until a large 
revolver was thrust in his face 
and 
was ordered to hold up his hands 
Effromson 
powerless to resist 
com- 
plied 


¬ 
with the demand 
and the rob- 
ber 


¬ 
proceeded 
to rake in 
all 
of the 
loose currency on the marble slab 
Ho did not take time 
to 
make 
an 
effort no obtain the cash 
from the 
vault but backed to the front door 
keeping the gun on Effromson until 
he could reach the street 
The robber was last seen as he en ¬ 
tered a nearby canyon going north 
and he is supposed to 
have started 
for Clifton 
which is only about five 
miles distant 
Five minutes later a 
posse of officers and citizens left the 
scene of the robbery on the bandits 
trail 
It was rumored thatthe man 
wanted was sighted in the 
canyon 
and escaped amid a volley 
of shots 
from the posse 
but 
this has not 
been 
verified 
The bank is located 
in the 
cen ¬ 
tral 
business 
portion of Morenci 
It is believed that the robbery 
was 
the work of some 
familiar with 
the city and the surrounding 
coun- 
try

preme court the State was forced 
to sacrifice the investment of enor 
mous sums of money 
and as a con 
sequence 
the people are forced 
to 
pay 35 cents per gallon for oil which 
can be and is produced 
for from l 
cents to 2 cents per gallon 
He also showed 
how the people 
of 
Arizona 
are by corporation ex 
ploitation deprived of their right to 
the use of electrical power for their 
homes 
and 
industries 
in that the 
Pacific 
Electrical 
Co 
obtained a 
franchise from the United States 
government to use the 500000 horse 
power generated 
by the Roosevelt 
dam for lj cents per kilowatt and 
charged at first 18 cents per kilo ¬ 
watt 
which was later reduced to 15 
cents per kilowatt 
thus 
13 
cents 
which belonged 
to the 
people 
was 
going into the coffers of the 
cor 
poration 
and 
this is only one in ¬ 
stance where such is the case 
and 
unless we get this measure into our 
constitution just the same thing will 
be done with the largest 
standing 
timber tract in the Union 
and the
